Chemical, Biological, Radiological, Nuclear, Explosive Material (CBRNE)/Weapons of Mass Destruction

On October 23, 2013, at approximately 0930 ET, a pickup truck and trailer was referred to the secondary examination 
area. When asked if he had any type of weapon or firearm the driver stated "No." BSOs met the vehicle at secondary 
and conducted a search which revealed an unloaded handgun, stored in a plastic tool case, in the bed of the truck. 
Ammunition was also located within the cab of the truck. The driver of the vehicle was placed under arrest. Criminal 
Investigations attended and interviewed the subject. The subject was charged under the Customs Act and released ona 
recognizance with a first appearance date of November 18, 2013.
